A Contractor Plucked— S60, 000 Lost in a 
Gambling House -Who is tho Man? 
The Philadelphia Enquirer of Wednesday 
has the following, from its Washington cor- 
respondent : 

( "Last night a contractor called on an officer ' 
of the Quartermaster s department, who ha I 
on Monday signed documents which entitled 
him to receive^ over sixty thousand dollars ; 
from tho Treasury, nnd confessed that he had i 
drawn thc money, and lost it at a gambling 
house not a thousand miles from wil lard's 
Hotel. He wanted to borrow of tho officer, 
whom he had known at home, enough money 
to pay his railroad fare to Cincinnati, where 
it is to be hoped he will arrive a wiser, if not 
u richer man than when he left home. He 
declined to invoke the aid of the police. 



The First American Witches. 

The unenviable reputation of having been 
tbexnothcr of American witchcraft has hither- 
to bevn enjoyed by Salem. Hut Mr. Hop- 
kins, in a recent letter beforo tho New York 
Historical Society, has shown this to be an 
error. The first legal enactment on the sub- 
ject of witchcraft in this country appears to 
have been made in the Maryland Assembly 
in 1C36, which adopted the English statutes 
on the subject. In 1639, Maryland directly 
provided for "punishing with death, sorcery", 
blasphemy, nnd idolatry." In 11541, the Mas- 
sachusetts laws were promulgated, providing 
that witchcraft should be punished with death. 
Rhode' Island followed suit in 11547 ; New 
Jersey about that time; Delaware in 1700; 
South Carolina in 1712 restored the statute of 
James the Fir^t, and Pennsylvania soon alter. 
The laws of South Carolina on the subject re- 
mained on the statute book until 1887. Del- 
aware adopted the statute of James the First 
in 1719. Connecticut had from 1(547 to lb;i», 
twenty-one trials for withcraft, although a 
large quantity of state archives, containing 
the authentic details, are destroyed. Massa- 
chusetts punished witchcraft in 1648.. An 
anecdote was told of one John Dradslreet. 
who pleaded guilty; but the court knew him 
to be so notorious a liar that he was acquitted. 
In connection with the Salem witchcraft, it 
should be remembered that in Geneva there 
were five hundred witches consumed by tho 
flames within three months; that fourteen 
houses in England furnished fourteen victims 
to the flames, and that the Salem horrors have 
been greatly exaggerated. Up to 1(51.3 there 
is no trace of any law in New York as to 
witchcraft, and when it did appear it was con- 
lined to the English settlement, on Long 
Island. Tho Indians said the Devil would 
have nothing to do with the Dutch. In 1702 
Sarah Dibble was accusod of witchcraft in 
New Jersey, but fled to Connecticut. In 1C83 
Wm. Penn presided over a court in which a 
woman was tried and acquitted on a charge of 
witchcraft. Virginia had a like trial in 1705, 
and North Carolina in 1679 and 1711. Alto- 
gether there were four hundred and sixty ac- 
cusations of witchcraft in the colonies, thirty- 
two executions, and three more who were con- 
demned but escaped. New York alone, or 
perhaps New Hampshire, never condemned a 
witch or passed a law upon tho subject. The 
form in which the delusion existed in the 
American Colonics was mild in comparison 
with tho horrible tortures, crueltie*, and bar- 
barities, which characterized the foreign pun- 
ishment of witchcraft.

in the White House grounds', and ho is to be 
subpoenaed also; for IJeau Hickman thinks 
the apparent "white /linen " may have been 
really a manuscript copy of the message. As 
all of these witnesses aro to be made to tel! 
everything that has occurred in tho White 
House, whether it concerns the message or 
nfct, Beau Hickman anticipates some astound- 
ing developments. There never was such n 
chance of becomingacquainted with the kitch- 
en, the laundry, the chambers, the closets, the 
coalhole, the slop-sewers, the cellars, and 
every other private department of the White 
House, before, and Beau Hickman knows it. 
He will be fully equal to the occasion, and 
will imprison any witness who is sensible 
and well-bred enough to refuse to answer his 
impertinent questions. The. startling devel- 
opments are therefore certain. 

No wonder European journals ridicule our 
government. Such fellows as Hickman and 
his tribe of bigoted, spiteful abolitionists give 
them the opportunity. To indulge a petty 
malice against a lady whoso position and sex 
alike should shield her from insylt, Hickman's 
committee wastes thc public money, disgraces 
the nation, and holds up the government to 
the bitter but deserved satire and contempt of 
the civilized world. Congress authorizes and 
encourages this indecent, malicious, and ill- 
limed investigation, during this crisis of a 
ItrufTjjle for national existence. It is hard to 
say of which the public is inoro ashamed, the 
man who conducts this investigation, or tho 
legislative body which indorses it.

Chancellor's sons. It is this ono, tho husband 
of Col. Hardin's daughter, who is under arrest 
ai Washington for disloyalty to the Federal 
Government.

Fraud and Extravagance in the Army. 
SPEECH OF MR. VAN WYCK, 

OF SUV YOKK. 

Mr. Van Wyek, (Rep., N. Y.) commenced 
by pointing to the pnrullel between the 19th 
of April, 1861, nnd the 19th of April. 1775— 
the battle of Lexington, and the murderous 
slaughter of Massachusetts men in the streets 
of Baltimore, lie pointed <nit the material 
and other sacrifices the country had made, and 
then proceeded to analyze the specific cases 
•which had come before the committee. 
Cattle Contract. 

A contract was made in this city by the 
Department with Dwver, Laughman, .Sibley 
& Tyler tbr'cattle, from 2,000 to 10,000, at $8 
per hundred, live weight, delivered here, and 
$6 To in Pennsylvania. What facilities had 
Dwver & Co. for transportation, which the 
Government did not possess ? Government 
could lay its strong arms upon railroads 
and use them; could plant its gathering 
nrmies to guard the bridge and track. At 
that very time an agent was sent by the De- 
partment into Maryland, who, without diffi- 
culty, purchased cattle to be delivered in 
Washington, at $6 60 per hundred, live 
weight. Besides, direct navigation with New 
York was not obstructed by the Potomac. 
.Still more, if the .danger of transportation 
through Maryland was an excuse for this eon- 
tract, big with profits, why a provision that a 
portion should be delivered in Pennsylvania, 
if tho Department desired, and why were 
nearly 1,500 received in Ilarrisbuig, while 
scarcely 800 were delivered in Washington? 
Notwithstanding tho lions in the way, Dwyer 
-& Co. immediately sub-let tho contract to 
New York men, so that without any hazard 
or perils they realized over $32,000 on about 
10,000 head. 

dimming' s Agency, 
On the 21st day of April, the Secretary of 
"War, although he well knew the great ability 
and experience of Col. Tompkins. Quarter- 
master, and Major Eaton, Commissary, in 
New York city, wrote two letters to Alex- 
ander Cummings, Esq.. Di one, ho "wants 
him to aid the Commissary in purchasing sup- 
plies ; to assist the Quartermaster in push- 
ing them forward." The other letter states 
that 

" Tho Department needs at this moment an 
intelligent, experienced, and energetic man, 
in whom it can rely, to assist in pushing for- 
ward troops, munitions, and supplies." 

No man knew better than the Secretary 
that the-o qualifications were already possess- 
ed by ,the army officers in New York, on 
whom it was safe to rely. Armed with let- 
ters of approval from the War office, he was 
for a time supreme in the department marked 
out for him. Instead of rendering aid and 
assistance, he effectually superseded the army 
officers. Major Eaton distinctly informed him 
that his services were not needed in the pur- 
chase of supplies. Still the Doctor commenc- 
ed buying over-S21, 000 straw hats and linen 
pantaloons, which were worthless to the 
army, and not required by tho regulations, 
lie employed a clerk of whom he knew noth- 
ing — had never seen before. In his evidence, 
at first he did not know who recommended 
him; then he thought ho was recommended 
by Mr. Thurlow Weed— finally said. "I ro- 
mcmber now that Mr. W«M told me he knew 
all about him, and upon his recommendation 
I took him. " This clerk Mr. dimming^ suf- 
fered to make all the purchases, except what 
were made by Geo. D. Morgan. 

Charter of the Cataline. 

Mr. Cummings next appoints Capt. Corn- 
stock to charter or purcliaso vessels. The 
Captain, with a friend, goes to Brooklyn, in- 
spects the Cataline, and learns that her pries 
is from $18,000 to $20,000. Instead of pur- 
chasing or chartering, or recommending 
(Jammings to do so, from the owners, his 
friend suggests to Mr. Dcvelin that there " is 
a nice opportunity to make something by 
good management. " Capt. Comstock knew 
that Cummings was agent for the War De- 
partment, still he counsels freely with Mr. 
Develin about the value of the Cataline, and 
gives an opinion what will be paid for her 
charter. Had she been cheap at $18,000, tho 
Government was entitled to the purchase. 
After yielding to Mr. Develin all the time he 
required for the negotiaton, on tho 25th tho 
boat was chartered by Col. Tompkins, ho re- 
lying upon Capt. Comstock, tho authorized 
agent of Cummings, tho agent of the War 
Department, paying for her use $10,000 per 
month for three months, and if lost by war 
risks, then the Government to pay $50,000. 
Col. Tompkins would not sign until Capt. 
Comstock assured him thut she was worth 
$50,000, and that it was right. The testimony 
of Capt. Comstock shows the vast number 
and almost unlimited power of persons at 
that time assuming to act as agents for tho 
Government, lie says : 

"I was sent for by Mr. Weed to come to 
the Astor House about the time of tho com- 
mencement of these troubles. He stated that 
he was an agent of the Government, and had 
troops and munitions of war to send to Wash- 
ington, by way of the Chesapeake, and that 
he wished to charter vessels for that purpose." 

* * * * "Afterwards Cummings called 
upon me and showed me the same authority 
that Weed had shown. It had been trans- 
ferred to him to perform the same service." 

• • | t i«I should think Weed chartered 
from six to ten vessels." 

This testimony was given on the 28th day 
of December, and up to that time the Com- 
mittee had no evidence or intimation that 
Mr. Weed hind been agent for the Govern- 
ment, or acting as such. The Committee are 
not able to show by whom tho vessel was 
loaded; but Collector Barney swears, that on 
tho 27th of April, Mr. Stetson, in whose 
name the title hud been taken, called on him, 
demanding a clearance to Annapolis. When 
asked how she was loaded, and to whom the 
cargo belonged, he replied that sho was 
loaded with Uour and provisions, and belong- 
ed to several of his friends. Mr. Harney re- 
fused to clear her. Stetson then said the 
provisions were for the army. Barney re- 
plied, that as the property was not Govern- 
ment property, but property of individuals, 
he could not clear her except by a request 
from some Government officer. It is but just 
to say here, that Mr. Develin was evidently 
induced to purchase the vessel, at the sugges- 
tion of those who were acting for Govern- 
ment, and that Mr. Stetson, in everything he 
did, was frank, candid, and made no conceal- 
ment. When Mr. Stetson again called on the 
Collector, ho "brought a note from Mr. 
Weed, stating that the cargo consisted of sup- 
plies for troops, and requested a clearance." 
Mr. Barney declined, but HI Mr. Weed, and 
explained why a clearance could not be 
granted. Mr. Weed said "it was all right, 
nnd would be arranged in some other way." 
A pass was obtained from General Wool, 
which he regretted; for on Monday morning 
he sent,nn order to the Collector revoking it ; 
but tho fugitive had escaped. Her voyage 
was an unfortunate one; after two months' 
service she was destroyed by fire. The ques- 
tion recurs, who woro the friends referred to 

by Mr. Stetson as the owners of the cargo ? 

Mr. Freeman, who had a one tenth interest 
in the profits, swears, after first declining to 
J o so, that he received, as part security for 
the purcliaso money of the Cataline, four 
notes of $4,500 each, as follows : One note bv 
John E. Develin, indorsed G. C. Davidson"; 
one note by Ttvirlow Weed, indorsed John 
E. Develin ; one note by G. C. Davidson, in- 
dorsed O. B. Matteson ; one noto by O. B. 
Matteson, indorsed Thurlow Weed. The 
only other person beside tho captain and 
crew, was James Larkin, who went on the 



boat, he says, as a purser, although he finally 
concluded his duty was to act as check upon 
the captain. This man was appointed by Mr. 
Develin, upon the recommendation of Mr. 
Davidson. No one seemed to take any inter- 
est in loading the vessel except Mr. Develin. 
Col. Tompkins knew nothing of her cargo. 
The Union Defense Committee knew nothing 
of her cargo; and Dr. Cummings was asked 
if he knew" anything of her cargo. $2,000,000, 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, were placed 
in the hands of a committee of high-toned, 
honorable men, to be paid out on the order or 
requisition of Mr. Cummings, without his 
producing to them any vouchers. Strange 
as it may appear, while this money was there 
to respond to his requisition, ho draws $100,- 
000 nnd deposits it in his name, with' his pri- 
vate account, in one of the city banks. 
Stranger still, four months after his agency 
had ceased, ho leaves no vouchers with the 
War Department. The War Department, in 
Us generous confidence, seeks no settlement, 
nor an inspection of vouchers. 

General Mania foi Stealing. 

The mania for stealing seems to have run 
through all the relations of Government. 
Even in the matter of the purchase of two 
sailing vessels, two men of New York, to the 
crime of larceny, added the sin of perjury, 
that they might rob the Treasury of $8,000. 
In the ease of the Stars and Stripes, the Pres- 
ident of the New Haven Propeller Company, 
after taking from tho Government $19,000 
more than she cost, took of that amount 
nearly $8,000 to line his own pockets, nnd in 
excuse to his company, pretended that he had 
to bribe an cx-member of Congress to gain an 
audience to the Iwead of the Bureau; and 
from that insinuation an honorable, high- 
toned ex-member of Congress, in Connecticut, 
had been subjected to calumny. That Presi- 
dent, before the committee, testified that after 
taking $19,000 in profits from his country, he 
was so anxious to serve her in this, the hour 
of her extremity, that he appropriated nearly 
$8,000 of his colleagues" money to his private 
use, so he could devise some machine to take 
all the Southern cities, and no one gel hurt. 
The Department which has allowed conspira- 
cies after the bidding has been closed, to de- 
fraud the Government of the lowest bid. and 
by allowing tho guilty to reap the fruits of 
their crime, has itself become participes crimi- 
nis. Who pretends any public exigency for 
giving out, by private contract, without bids, 
over 1,000,000 muskets, at fabulous prices? 
Who pretends a public exigency to make a 
private contract for rifled cannon, to the 
amount of $800,000 ? 

Horse Contracts. 

My colleague of the committee (Mr. Dawes) 
a few days since spoke of the pence offerings 
of Pennsylvania politicians, and referred to 
the horses of Col. William s regiment. There 
is yet another case. A contract, not made 
upon the responsibility of the Bureau, as the 
lnte Secretary said, but by this express order, 
nnd refused to be made until so ordered. I 
refer to .he contract to purchase 1,000 horses, 
to bo delivered at Huntingdon, Pennsylvania. 
Such a horse market the world never saw. 
Horses with running sores, which were seen 
by the inspectors and branded; and if one out- 
raged common decency, he would be rejected, 
and an opportunity sought the same day to 
pass and brand him. Immediately the horses 
were subsisted by private contract to favorites, 
at 39 cents per day, and they sub-let to farm- 
ers, from 24 to 28 cents. Over 400 of these 
horses were sent with Col. Wynkoop's regi- 
ment, and the papers at Pittsburg report some 
actually so worthless they were left on the 
docks. The remaining 500 were left at Hun- 
tington for the benefit of contractors. In that 
single transaction over $50,000 were stolen 
from the Government. 

Contract Bro/icraff. 
Tho testimony of Mr. John Smith, of Kings- 
ton, N. Y., powder manufacturer, shows that 
in tho month of May he proposed to give 
Mr. Weed a percentage for n powder contract; 
that he went to the Astor House; met Mr. 
Davidson, whom ho had never seen before; 
inquired of him for Mr. Thurlow Weed. 
During the conversation ho asked what Mr. 
Smith wanted of Mr. Weed; on being told, 
he inquired of Mr. Smith what he could afford 
to pay; he replied five per cent. Mr. Smith 
also says that Mr. Weed asked him what he 
i could afford to pay. That afterwards, at 
| Washington, be handed his propositions for 
I powder to Mr. Weed, who took them toCam- 
i eron; the result was that Mr. Weed was au- 
i thorized to write n letter to General Hipley, 
the head of the Ordnance Department, to 
divide the contracts for powder between the 
States manufacturing. It is somewhat strange 
that the Secretary should appoint Mr. Weed 
as his messenger to carry his wishes to the 
different bureaus. Mr. Smith understood that 
he was to pay Sir. Weed live per cent. Mr. 
Laflin also testified that his powder firm de- 
murred to paying Mr. Weed five per cent.; 
that Mr. Weed gave them authority to make 
1,000 barrels of powder, but they preferred 
having tho authority directly from the Gov- 
ernment. Ho also testifies that the patriot 
Dwyer, who figured in tho cattle contract in 
May or June, at Washington, told him if he 
would give five per cent., he would sell all 
the powder be could make; but Laflin de- 
clined. 

The Treasury/ Department. 
Even in the Treasury Department — pure 
| and upright as I believe the Secretary to be — 
j what business man could justify, or who, in 
his own transactions, would allow that a con- 
tract of over half a million expenditure should 
bo competed for by only two Arms, who could 
combine and unite; the spirit of the law has 
been violated, and tho millioniaro enriched; 
besides the products of all departments of 
labor are cheapened by the stagnation of 
business. In this matter of the bank-note 
contract, as in some others, underlings control 
the affairs of the department, so that they say 
who shall approach within the charmed cir- 
cle, they sny whose papers shall be put on 
file, and whose shall be gladdened by the eyes 
of the Secretary. 

George D. Morgan's Operations. 
Mr. George D. Morgan has prepared an 
elaborate paper, showing the benefits of his 
agency, and rolics upon the fact that in nearly 
every instance he paid a less price than the 
owners asked. We can test the strength of 
his position by the Stars and Stripes. To 
build her cost $30,4)00; by her charter the 
owners realized $15,000 from Government; 
they then asked $00,000. Mr. Morgan paid 
$55",0O0, $5,000 less than they asked, but $19,000 
j more than she cost. While with the Potom- 
| ska and Womsutta the owners realized $53,- 
000, the Government paid $00,000, although 
Mr. Morgan's papers allege he was asked 
j $80,000. This seems the reverse of the prop- 
| osition. The Onward was offered to private 
parties for $20,000; Mr. Morgan was asked 
$30,000, and paid $27,000. These are not the 
only instances, as the committee will show by 
a further examination, to which they are in- 
vited by the Secretary, and directed by n res- 
olution of the House. Mr. Van. YYvck pro- 
ceeded to give mnny instances of extortion in 
the purchase of vessels, and then refers to 
The Purchase of Arms. 
Another remarkable transaction was the 
sale by the Ordnance Bureau, to Mr. East- 
man, of 5,000 Hall's carbines, as an arm which 
needed some alteration to be useful, for $3 50 
each. This private sale was made at a time 
when the Department was buying arms which 
had been condemned, and sent from the ar- 
senals of Europe. After an expenditure of 
from 75 cents to $1 25, they were sold to Si- 
mon Stevens for S12 60; then to Gen. Fre- 
| motft for $22. No wonder our expenses are 
j $2,000,000 per day— Government sells at $3 50, 
| and in a short time buys back at_$22. Dr. 
1 Cummings bought 700 of*thc same carbines 



for $15. The evidence of Maj. Hagncr shows : 
that Mr. Steven was an agent or aid of Gen. 
Fremont. This 'Sir. Stevens denies. How- 
ever, the relation wns one of a warm, personal 
character. He bad probably just left him 
with instructions to purchase. His dispatch to 
Fremont was just such as an agent would send, 
or one who had the assurance of the necessi- 
tieS of the West, and that the arjns would be 
taken. At all events, the bargain was an un- 
conscionable one. whereby Mevens was to 
make about $50,000 in one day, without in- 
curring any risk or investing any capital. 
Mr. Van Wyck next referred to the Depart- 
ment of the AY est, and charged that Child, 
Pratt & Co.. made from 25 to 60 per cent, on a 
contract of $1,000,000. 

Army Transportation. 

Another item of reckless expenditure wns 
the order of the War Department allowing 
twoccnts per mile for the transportation of| 
troops, and liberal prices for baggago and 
horses. So enormous were the profits that 
railroad companies in the West bid and paid 
from $1,500 to $2,500 to nearly every regi- 
ment for the privilege of transportation. It ! 
is remarkable that the late Secretary, who 
was himself, by long experience and observa- i 
tion, so conversant with the management of j 
railroads, who rejoiced in the confidence of n 
friend, who was intimate with railroad con- 
nections, especially in Pennsylvania, should 
have allowed railroad companies such large 
amounts that they could lavish thousands lor 
the transportation of a single regiment.

XXXVIITH CONGRESS— First Session. 

Washington-, Feb. 20. 

Sknatk — The Senate passed the army ap- 
propriation bill for 1802, and then went into 
executive session. 

Mr. Wilson offered the following resolu- 
tion : 

Wiikrkas, Lazarus W. Powell, after sev- 
eral States had severed themselves from the 
I'nion.on the 20th of June lastattended a large 
Southern States Bights Convention, nnd was 
President thereof, and where resolutions were 
passed approving the neutrality of Kentucky 
and denouncing the war; and also attended 
another convention on the 10th of September, 
where more resolutions were passed of the same 
import; and said Powell had given all aid 
and comfort to the enemy he could from the 
position he occupied. 

Therefore, resolved, That said Lazarus W. 
Powell bo expelled from the Senate. 

Beferred to the Committe on Judiciary. 

Lexinotox, Ky., Feb. 20. 
Dr. Ethelbert L. Dudley, a citizen of this 
place, and Colonel of the 21st Kentucky 
regiment, died of typhoid fever this afternoon 
at Columbia, Ky., where his regimen^ is now 
stationed. 

St. Louis, Feb. 19. 

About 5,000 infantry, 2 or 3 batteries of ar- 
tillery, a large number of mules and wagons, 
and an immense quantity of baggage, stores, 
&c, left to-day for the Cumberland. Gener- 
al Pope and staff left this evening for Cairo. 

About 900 Fort Donelson prisoners, includ- 
ing some 40 officers, arrived here, nnd will be 
forwarded to some point east. The sick and 
wounded from Fort Donelson will be return- 
ed to their own States ns fnst as possible. 
Quite a number arrived here to-day, and were 
sent to the central hospital. 

Washington, Feb. 20. 
• A dispatch boat from Gen. Burnside's ex- 
pedition has just arrived at Baltimore. The 
official report of Gen. Burnside is now on its 
way to the War Departmant. The Federal 
losses at the battle of Koanoke Island were 
fifty killed and two hundred and twenty-two 
wounded. The rebel loss was thirteen killed 
and thirty-nine wounded. Tho enemy were 
protected by their entrenchments, and poured 
a destructive fire upon our advancing column, 
so that our loss is the heaviest. 

The President has approved the bill to pro- 
hibit the Coolie trade by American citizens 
and American vessels. 

NOT York, Feb. 19. 

The gunboat Connecticut has arrived from j 
Key West and Port Royal. 

There were rumors that Savannnh would 
certainly be captured in a few days. 

The Federals took possession of the Island 
de Florion. in Savannah river, and erected a ! 
battery and cut off communication between ^ 
Savannah and Fort Pulaski, and captured a 
rebel steamer of TatnaU's fleet. 

Washington, Feb. 19. 
By the President of the United States, in a . 
proclamation, it is recommended to the people 
of the United States, that they assemble in | 
their customary places for public solemnities, I 
on the22d day of February, and celebrate the ! 
anniversary of the birthday of the " Father 
of his Country," by causing to be read to them 
his Farewell Address. 

New York, Feb. 20. 
The steamor Karanak has arrived with 
Havana dates of the 15th. and Nashua dates 
ofthel-t. It is stated that several vessels 
had arrived at Havana, having run the block- 
ade. The stenmcr Kate sailed on tho 30th 
with part of tho Gladiator's cargo, probably 
for New Orleans. The steamer Miramon 
sailed for Matamoras on the 7th. Tho war 
in Venezeula continues. A frightful revolu- 
tion is progressing in Honduras General 
Guardialo hud been assassinated at hi* 
door. The troops had joined the insur- 
gents, and excesses were committed in Trux- 
illo. 

Matarn oras dates to the 2d, state that 
the British commander had attempted to 
take a seaman from an American vessel by 
force, but a Federnl gunbont protected the 
man. 

The government of St. Thomas notified 
the Britisher that the guns of the fort would 
aid the Iroquois. The British Admiral 
subsequently arrived and reprimanded the 
commander, and apologized to Consul Ed- 
gar. The bark W. G. Anderson arrived on 
tho 29th. 

Ship Island dates of the 7th state that five 
ships of Porter's expedition had,- arrived, 
and two more were spoken off Havana on 
the 11th. 

Vera Cruz dates to the 8th state that no 
advance had been made. 

Over 1,000 sick soldiers were there, besides 
hundreds at Tcgra. 

Yellow and typhoid fever had broken out 
among them. 

The Mexicans insist on tho rc-cmbarkation 
of the Spanish troops, but consent to 2,000 
allied troops attending tho negotiation at 
Orizaba. 

Tho allies state that they shall advance 
during February to Orizaba, and would give 
battle at Cerro Go-do, if opposed. 

Mexican papeis express the greatest hatred 
of the Spaniards. 

Four rebel schooners had arrived at Havana 
from New Orleans with cotton. 

St. Louis, Feb. 20. 

General Ualleck has sent the following dis- 
patch to Gen. McClellan. 

"Clnrksville has been taken, with supplies I 
enough for an army for twenty days. The | 
place is now occupied by Gen. Smith's divis- 
ion. 

"Price, on being reinforced by McCulloch's i 
command, made a stand at SugarCrcek Cross- 1 
ing. Arlc, on the 19th, but was defeated after I 
a short engagement, and again fled. Many I 
prisoners were taken, and a quantity of j 
arms, which his men threw awav in their 
flight.'' 



St. Louis, Feb. 20. 

General Halleck has issued an order that, in 
consideration of the recent victories won by 
the Federal forces, and of the rapidly increas- 
ing loyalty of the citizens of Missouri, the sen- 
tences of the eight bridge burners heretofore 
condemned to death, are provisionally miti- 
gated to close confinement in the military 
prison at Alton.. If, however, rebel 6pies 
again destroy railroads or telegraph lines, and 
thus render it ncccssary*to make severe ex- 
amples, the original sentences against these 
men will be carried into execution. No fur- 
ther assessment will be levied or collected 
from anyone who will now takethc prescribed 
oath of allegiance. Commissioners will be 
appointed to examine cases of prisoners of 
war, who apply to take the oath of allegiance, 
and, on their recommendation, orders will be 
issued for their release. 

Six additional boat loads of the Fort Donel- 
son prisoners arrived last night and this 
morning, and will be speedily forwarded to 
their destination. 

Private advices indicate that Columbus has 
been, or is being, evacuated. Preparations 
will undoubtedly be made for an immediate 
advance on Memphis. 

Springfield, Mo., Feb. 19. 

It is not probable that our army will follow 
Price very far into Arkansas. 

There is considerable talk of fortifying Ne- 
osho, and placing a detachment of troops at 
Cassville. 

Letters found in Price's army reveal a 
strong Union sentiment in Arkansas.

AS'hkrkas, Kentucky lias been invaded by 
the forces of the so-callod Confederate s-tatps, 
unci the commanders of the force* to invading 
the State hare insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, * 

1. Be it resulted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for tin) purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in tho peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Kobert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposcof repelling 
tho invaders from our soil.

cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by ihe General iu 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive live dollars per month of extra

<$ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive live dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

$ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

Y B. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis-
